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BRIEF QUARREL
ENDS IN DEATH

SHOOTING AFFRAY IN A MI-
NOOKA BALOON.

Michael Davis, n Police Officer of
Moosic, Sends Three Bullets Into
the Body of Peter King, Killing
Him Almost Instantly—There Whas
Bad Blood Between Them Because
of Ring's Refusnl, Bome Time Pre-
viously, to Obey a Subpoenn
Served by Davis—S8layer in Jail,

Michael Davig, a pollee ofMeor of
Moosle borough, shot and killed Peter
King, n miner, of Minooka, at Patrick
gullivan's unllcensed saloon, on Malin
street, Minooka, about 1200 o'clock
yeaterday morning. Drink and a brief
quarrel led to the shooting. King died
nlmoet Instantly, with thiee bullets In
hig body, Davis was overpowered and
digarmed by the onlookers, and I8 now
in the county jail

There were ahout o dozen men in the
place at the time of the ghooting, King,
who llved just across the gireet, giroll-
ed In shortly after midnight, and five
minutes later Davis appeared, In coms-
nany \\‘ith hig chum, Deputy Consatable
Dacker,

Davis and Decker had ben gpending
the nlght In Seranton, and Davis was
pretty much under the influence of
lguor, although not drunk. King
showed no slgns of drink.

King was a powerful, big man,
standing six feet two and weighing 210
pounds, but noted for being of n very
fulet disposition. Davis {s five feel ten
arid welghe about 165 pounds,

Some time ago George IMasshold had
Charles Delmuth arrested for selling
Houaor illegally, Davis was entrusted
with the serving of the subpoennes for
the prosecution. King wag to be one
of the witnesses, but he refused to
obey the subpoena, This, 1t appears,
nettled Davis,

THE MEN QUARRELED,

When the two met agaln yesterday
morning, Davis brought up the matter
of King refusing to obey the subpoena
and they exchanged some unfriendly
remarks. Home time later, a man
named John Ruane, of rather diminu-
tive statlure, got Into an argument with
King and IKing pushed hlin away
rather forcefully.

What took place between this dnd the
firing of the shots, the wiinesses are
not agreed upon, but Inside of a very
few seconds, IWing and Davis were
grappled, and Davig was firing reapidly
from hig revolver,

Some contend that Duavis backed off
and drew his vevolver before King laii
4 hand on hin Davis maintains that
he did not reach for his revolver until
King made for him. One witness told
County Detectlive Philllps 1hat he heard
Daviz say to King: “1°I1 send you to
zlory.”
